FRY,  KEISER,  BOST  TO  LEAD 
'58  COMMENCEMENT  ACTIVITIES 


The  Reverend  Dr.  Franklin  Clark  Fry, 
of  New  York  City,  one  of  world's  out- 
standing protestant  leaders,  will  be  Com- 
mencement speaker  for  the  sixty- seventh 
commencement  exercises  at  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College,  June  2. 

The  baccalaureate  sermon  will  be  de- 
livered by  the  Reverend  Raymond  M.  Bost 
of  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  pastor  of  the 
Lutheran  church  on  the  Yale  University 
campus. 

Dr.  Albert  Keiser,  professor  emeritus  of 
English  and  Public  Speaking  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne  college  will  be  principal  speaker  at 
the  annual  Alumni  Luncheon,  Saturday, 
May  31. 

Dr.  Fry 

Dr.  Franklin  Clark  Fry,  president  of  the 
United  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  heads 
the  largest  Lutheran  body  in  the  United 
States,  with  a  membership  of  more  than 
2,700,000  persons.  He  is  also  president  of 
the  Lutheran  World  Federation  and  spirit- 
ual leader  of  50,000,000  of  the  world's  70,- 
000,000  Lutherans. 

The  commencement  speaker  is  one  of  the 
leaders  of  Protestantism  both  in  the  United 
States  and  internationally.  He  is  the 
present  chairman  of  the  ninty-member 
policy-making  Central  Committee  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches  and  vice- 
chairman  of  the  United  States  Conference 
for  the  World  Council  of  Churches.  He 
was  elected  as  president  of  the  Lutheran 
World  Federation  in  Minneapolis  in  Aug- 
ust, 1957.  Dr.  Fry  is  chairman  of  the 
LWF's  Commission  on  Younger  Churches 
and  Orphaned  Missions,  and  vice-chairman 
of  American  Relief  for  Korea.  The  gov- 
ernment of  Korea  has  conferred  upon  him 
honorary  citizenship  in  that  country. 

"Mr.  Protestant,"     so     named     by     the 


world's  press  holds  thirteen  honorary  de- 
grees from  colleges  and  universities 
throughout  the  world.  An  April  issue  of 
TIME  magazine  published  his  picture  on 
the  cover. 

A  lengthy  feature  about  Dr.  Fry  was 
published  in  this  magazine  which  stated, 
"He  is  more  familiar  these  days  in  Wash- 
ington or  London  than  New  Rochelle.  Dr. 
Franklin  Clark  Fry  is  perhaps  the  most 
influential  leader  of  world  Protestantism — 
one  cf  the  two  or  three  American  church- 
men with  a  wide  international  reputation. 
He  is  also  the  most  powerful  figure  among 
U.  S.  Lutherans,  third  biggest  Protestant 
group  in  the  U.  S." 

Dr.  Keiser 

The  principal  speaker  to  hundreds  of  re- 
turning Lenoir  Rhyne  alumni  will  be  Dr. 
Albert  Keiser.  He  served  as  professor  of 
English  and  Public  Speaking,  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College,  1925-1957;  supply  preacher 
and  Archivist  of  North  Carolina  Synod; 
Councilman  and  Chairman  of  Building 
Committee,  St.  Andrew's  Lutheran  Church. 
Dr.  Keiser  is  author  of  four  important  na- 
tional publications  and  is  now  in  the  pro- 
cess of  writing  his  fifth  book.  The  speak- 
er is  founder  of  the  South  Atlantic  Foren- 
sic tournament  and  coached  the  Lenoir 
Rhyne  college  Public  Speaking  and  De- 
bating teams  to  many  championships.  He 
is  listed  in  Who's  Who  in  America,  and  is 
a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Poetry 
Society. 

Rev.  Bost 

The  baccalaureate  speaker  is  a  graduate 
of  Lenoir  Rhyne  college  and  a  native  of 
Maiden,  N.  C.  Rev.  Bost  is  currently  serv- 
ing as  pastor  to  the  Lutheran  students  of 
Yale  University.  His  pastorates  prior  to

Dr.  Keiser 

Dr.  Keiser,  professor  emeritus  of  Eng- 
lish and  Public  Speaking  of  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College  received  his  A.B.  Degree  from 
Wartburg  College,  The  A.M.  from  the  Uni- 
(versity  of  Montana  and  the  Ph.D.  from  the 
[University  of  Illinois.  He  received  his  for- 
mal ministerial  training  from  Wartburg 
ITheological  Seminary,  Waverly  Iowa.  Dr. 
JKeiser  served  as  Head  of  the  Department 
iof  English  and  Public  Speaking  at  Lenoir 
jRhyne  from  1925  until  1957.  He  is  a  mem- 
ber of  Sigma  Tau  Delta,  national  Honorary 
English  Fraternity  and  is  the  retiring  Pro- 
vincial Governor  for  the  eight  Southeast- 
ern States  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta,  Honorary 
forensic  fraternity.  He  is  founder  of  the 
South  Atlantic  Forensic  Tournament; 
North  Carolina  State  chairman  of  the  In- 
itercollegiate  Peace  Association;  member  of 
the  Modem  Language  Association  of 
America;  Executive  Secretary  and  Trea- 
surer of  the  N.  C.  Intercollegiate  Forensic 
jAssociation;  member  of  the  American  As- 
sociation of  University  Professors;  mem- 
iber  of  the  N.  C.  Poetry  Society  and  is  list- 
ed in  "Who's  Who  in  America."  Dr.  Kei- 
iser  served  on  the  faculties  of  Newberry, 
iBeloit  and  Augustana  Colleges  prior  to  his 
Lenoir  Rhyne  professorship.  He  is  the 
author  of  four  books  and  is  now  in  the 
process  of  writing  his  fifth. 


Rev.  Iddings 

The  Reverend  John  White  Iddings  is  a 
graduate  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  and  the 
Lutheran  Thelogocial  Southern  Seminary 
of  Columbia,  South  Carolina.  He  has  served 
pastorates  in  Asheville,  China  Grove, 
Granite  Quarry  and  is  at  the  present  time 
pastor  of  the  First  Lutheran  Church,  Albe- 
marle. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  and  is  currently 
the  president  of  the  Ministers'  Association 
of  Stanley  County.  Pastor  Iddings  is  a 
Director  of  the  Stanley  County  United 
Fund;  Member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  N.  C.  Symphony  and  county  manager 
for  this  renowned  musical  organization. 
He  has  devoted  much  of  his  time  to  the 
Lenoir  Rhyne  Development  Program.  Rev. 
Iddings  is  president  of  the  Albemarle  Ro- 
tary Club  and  President  of  the  Albemarle 
Executives  Club. 

Professor  Schott 

The  Reverend  Professor  George  Fred- 
erick Schott  is  a  graduate  of  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College  and  the  Lutheran  Theological 
Southern  Seminary.  Rev.  Schott  also  com- 
pleted graduate  studies  at  Chicago  Semi- 
nary. He  is  presently  serving  as  Professor 
of  Systematic  Theology  at  Southern  Semi- 
nary, Columbia,  S.  C. 

Reverend  Schott  is  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College, 
and  has  been  vice  chairman  since  1951.  He 
is  a  former  member  of  the  faculty  of  the 
college  and  has  served  congregations  in 
Spencer,  N.  C.  and  Columbia,  South  Caro- 
lina. Schott  has  distinguished  himself  in 
the  field  cf  scouting  having  been  awarded 
the  Silver  Beaver  award  and  was  sent  to 
Europe  as  a  special  representative  to  the 
World  Jamboree  in  1947.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  national  Lutheran  Committee  on 
scouting  and  director  of  Scouting  in  Re- 
gion Six,  South  Carolina.

"Oklahoma,"  a  musical  by  Rodgers  and 
Hammerstein,  was  presented  March  14-15 
by  the  Junior  Class  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  Col- 
lege in  the  P.  E.  Monroe  Auditorium. 

Approximately  4,200  persons  attended  the 
production.  This  was  the  largest  number 
ever  to  attend  the  junior  class  production 
in  the  history  of  the  college.

Old  man  weather  has  prevailed  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  during  March  and  April  forcing  the 
postponement  of  sixteen  athletic  events 
and  affecting  countless  others.  The  month 
of  May  has  a  baseball  schedule  of  six 
games,  but  ten  remain  to  be  played. 

With  half  of  the  diamond  schedule  played 
the  Bears  have  a  6-4  record.  They  have 
defeated  Presbyterian  and  High  Point  twice 
and  Guilford  and  Appalachian  once. 
Losses  have  been  inflicted  by  Davidson, 
Elon,  Catawba,  and  Belmont  Abbey.  Of 
these  defeats  only  the  one  by  Catawba 
came  on  a  day  ideal  for  baseball.  The  wind 
blew  throughout  the  Davidson  encounter, 
and  at  Elon  the  field  was  still  wet.  The 
Crusaders  emerged  victorious  when  the 
rains  came  down  in  torrents  in  the  midst 
of  a  Bruin  rally  in  the  sixth  inning. 

By  far  the  best  performance  by  a  Bear 
opponent  this  season  was  by  the  Catawba 
Indians  on  April  19  at  SaUsbury.  True  to 
their  name  they  scalped  the  Bears,  11-6. 
First  sacker  Gene  Fleming  did  enough 
damage  alone  to  insure  Bear  defeat.  He 
clouted  two  long  home  runs  over  the  left- 
centerfield  wall  and  hit  a  triple  off  the 
rightcenterfield  fence  just  inches  from  the 
top.  All  told,  the  bespectacled  slugger 
drove  in  7  runs. 

For  the  Bears  their  best  game  to  date 
would  be  a  12-3  conquest  of  Appalachian 
State  Teachers  College.    Junior    Baucom, 


Freshmen  from  Gastonia,  hurled  the  game 
for  the  Bears  and  stroked  a  three-run  in- 
side the  park  home  run.  Co -captain  Jerry 
Fox  hit  a  fifth  inning  solo  blast  out  of  the 
confines  of  College  Field. 

Ranking  close  behind  this  showing  would 
be  the  10-inning  8-4  victory  over  Presby- 
terian in  Clinton,  S.  C.  on  April  24.  Un- 
able to  score  but  two  runs  in  nine  innings 
the  Bears  went  into  the  tenth  frame  of  a 
game  tied  2-2.  With  the  aid  of  superb 
base  running  and  able  hitting  with  men  on 
bases  they  took  the  field  in  the  10th  lead- 
ing 8-2,  Herman  Starrette,  of  Statesville, 
pitched  the  entire  game  for  the  Bears  and 
drove  in  three  runs  with  a  double  off  the 
leftfield  chalkmark.  Johnny  James  hit  the 
Bruins  only  home  run  as  he  led  off  the  in- 
itial frame. 

Statistically,  Fox  is  the  Bear  standout. 
The  Junior  native  of  Statesville,  who  was 
an  All-State  selection  last  year  when  he 
stroked  10  home  runs  and  hit  .400,  this 
season  again  leads  most  of  the  offensive 
departments.  Fourteen  base  hits  in  40  at- 
bats  give  him  a  team  leading  average  of 
.350.  His  four  homers,  12  RBI's  and  4 
stolen  bases  also  are  tops.  He  along  with 
Lee  Farmer  and  Johnny  James  have  scored 
9  runs. 

James  has  11  walks,  Ralph  Carswell  and 
Bill  Reece  have  2  triples  each.  Carswell
